There  was  one  death  under  one  year  ; equivalent  to  an  infant  mortality  of  38.4  per  1000 
births,  the  average  for  the  past  five  years  being  55.5  per  1,000  births. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  past  five  years  has  been  12.64  per  1,000;  and  the  average 
birth-rate  for  the  same  period  has  been  18  per  1,000. 

The  deaths  occurred  in  the  following  age-groups — under  1 year  1,  5 to  15  years  1,  15  to  25 
years  1,  25  to  65  years  10,  65  years  and  upwards  10,  the  oldest  age  at  death  being  86  years. 

(pauses  of  the  Deaths. — There  has  not  been  a death  from  any  of  the  principal  Zymotic 
diseases,  or  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There  were  four  from  Cancer,  one  from  accident,  one  from 
suicide,  and  the  others  do  not  call  for  any  comment.  During  the  past  five  years  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Cancer  has  been  eight,  and  for  the  same  period  there  have  been  two  from  Pulmonary 
and  one  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  All  the  deaths  were  certified. 

Infectious  Diseases’  (Notification)  Hct,— Only  one  case  reported  during  the  year, 
viz, — Erysipelas.  For  the  past  five  years  the  total  notifications  have  been  34, — 21  from  Scarlet 
Fever,  6 from  Tuberculosis,  4 from  Anthrax,  2 from  Diphtheria,  and  1 from  Erysipelas. 

Water  Supply, — The  public  supply  is  popular,  and  every  year  there  are  connections. 
No  complaints  have  been  received  of  the  pollution  or  failure  of  any  private  supply. 

Scavenging. — There  have  been  no  conversions  to  the  water-carriage  system.  There  have 
been  no  complaints  as  to  irregularity  in  the  emptying  of  the  Ashpits. 

Factories  and  Workshops.- — There  has  been  an  absence  of  industrial  disease  among 
the  operatives.  Ventilation,  lighting,  and  cleanliness  are  satisfactory. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning — Two  houses  have  been  built,  and  a building  con- 
verted into  two  houses,  but  there  have  been  none  erected  by  the  Council.  During  the  year  circul- 
ars were  distributed  to  ascertain  the  demand  for  new  houses,  and  there  was  only  one  applicant. 
However,  in  my  opinion,  new  scullery  houses  might  attract  tenants  who  now  occupy  houses  not 
reasonably  fit  for  habitation. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — Your  Inspector  has  seen  to  the  general  cleanliness,  but  im- 
provements to  buildings  are  rarely  carried  out.  Very  shortly  new  regulations  will  be  issued  re- 
garding cleanliness  in  milk  production.  The  public,  when  it  buys  milk,  has  a right  to  insist  that 
it  shall  be  pure.  As  a nation,  we  drink  far  less  milk  than  we  ought  to  do  in  the  interests  of  health 
and  physique,  and  probably  a reason  for  this  is  undoubtedly  the  distrust  with  which  milk  has  been 
regarded.  Increased  consumption  will  follow  when  it  is  known  that  milk  is  produced  and  handled 
in  the  cleanest  possible  manner.  Interest  in  this  subject  is  gaining  ground,  and  producers  also 
should  get  interested.  Veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  will  be  much  stricter  under  the  new 
regulations. 

A sum  of  £226  13s.  6d.  has  been  paid  out  in  Poor  Law  relief,  and  during  the  past  five  years 
the  Public  Vaccinator  has  performed  12  vaccinations. 

The  services  of  the  District  Nurse  have  proved  very  beneficial  to  the  district. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  the  inhabitants  avail  themselves  of  the  Dispensary  and  the  Matern- 
ity and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Sowerby  Bridge. 

I had  the  pleasure  of  giving  the  Health  Lecture  at  the  two  Elementary  Schools. 

The  Infants’  Department  of  the  Barkisland  Ripponden  National  Schools  was  closed  on 
three  occasions  during  the  year,  owing  to  epidemics  of  Chicken-pox,  Measles,  and  Whooping 
Cough.
